GORED TO DEATH. 


Two Hunters Killed by a Herd of 
Wild Cattle. 

San Francrisco,,Feb. 15.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Examiner's special 
from Cheyenne, Wyo., says: George and 
Albert Avery, brothers, and David Stock- 
well went rabbit hunting yesterday on a 
cattle range near Sweetwater.

THE TOBACCO TAX. 


A Bill for Its Kepeal to Be Reported 
in the House. 

WAsnixdrox, Feb, 15.— By the Associ 
ated Press.] The House Committee on Ap 
propriations today resolved to report favor 
ably the substitute for the Cowles Interna 
Revenue Bill. The substitute proposes the 
entire repeal of the tobacco tax, and omits 
the “moonshine” sections of the Cowles 
bill. 

It was learned that the vote on reporting 
the measure was ten to four, Those in 
faver of the measure were Randall, Clem- 
ents, Felix Campbell of New York, peed 
Cannon, Ryan, Butterworth. 
McComas and Henderson. Those o * 
to it were Forney, Foran, Sayers and stice. 

Ferney says he will report a substitute 
bill, — the duty on mauufactured 
tabacco and snuff, but pot on cigars and 
cheroots.

While 
it does not contend that any 
other than that of Ways and Means is —4 
ileged to report a revenue bill at any t 
it holds that under the rules when a dl is 
once reported and placed gn the calendar, it 
will itself be privileged and that a motion 
may at any time be made to go into com- 
mittee of the whole to consider the Revenue 
Bill. To succeed in taking up the Tobacco 
Bill it would be nece for the House to 
lay aside any revenue bill preceding it ou 
the calendar, and if the Ways and Means 
Committee should anticipate the report of 
the Committee on Appropriations by re- 
porting another tariff bill this might prove a 
serious but not necessarily an unsurmount- 
able obstacle to the accomplishment of tha 
wishes of friends of the bill to repeal the 
tobacco tax.’ 

The formal action of. the Appropriations 
Committee upon the wies Biil waste 
strike out sections 1, 2, 3 and 4 and substi- 
tute sections 1 and 2 of Randall's ‘Tariff 
Bill introduced last session, and also to 
strike out sections 6, 9, 10,11, 12 and L6 of 
the Cowles Bill. In the shape in which it 
will be reported, the bill provides that after 
July lst nextall laws now in force whereby 
farmers and producers of tobacco are re- 
stricted in the sale and disposition of the 
same, and all laws relating to internal rev- 
enue taxes on manufactured. tobacco, snuff, 
cigars, cheroots and cigarettes aud the spe- 
cial taxes required by law to be paid by 
manufacturers of aud dealers in leat tobacco, 
retail dealers in manufactured tobacco, 
pedd lers of tobacco. snuff, cigars, and man- 
ufacturers of snuff and of cigars, shall be 
repealed. It is provided also that draw- 
backs equa! to the tax shall be paid on un- 
broken factory packages in the hands of 
manufacturers and dealers when the law

OF xo SMITH. . 


The Defendant end His compantell 
on the Fatal Day Rehearse Their 
Experiences—They Were Koltowed 
by Pagliuso with & Kittie in His 
Hands.

The citi in the Smith murder trial 
culminated yesterday: afternoon in the in- 
troduction of young Smith, the accused, 
and his companion, Obariie Kasson, on the 
witness stand. ‘When. Judge Cheney en- 
tered the courtroom at 10 o’cloek in the 
morning it was crowded with spectators, 
among them being quite a numbet of boys | 
about the age of the defendant. The wit- 
nesses during the morning, and with which 
the defense rested, were Detectives Tommy 

Botello and Donahue and Dr. McGowan. 

Their testimony was iu relation to the find- 

ing of the body of Pietro Pagliuso and the 

nature of the wound which caused his 

death. Dr. McGowan testified that it was a 

gunshot wound in death 

resulted soon wound was in- 
flictea. 
After recess Mr. Gage, counsel for de- 
fense, called Charlie Kasson, who accompa- 
nied Smith on their fatal hunting ser 
tion on the 3d of last November. is, 
like the defendant, a good lookiug youth, 
about 17 years old, and told his story in a 
straightforward manner, assisted upon cross- 
examination by the spirited objections of 
counsel for the defense. His testiinopy was 
about as follows: 
KASSON’S STORY OF THE TRAGEDY, 
On the morning of November 3d, of last

That Chinese Scheme. 


The Sacramento Bee refers to the 
recent exposure in Tue Tus of a 
scheme to run Chinamen into this State 
by way of Lower California—a scheme 
which it declares to be very plausible 
and difficult te circumvent.

Scott Bill. These bogus certificates are worth 
a round million if they can be made to 
represent a Chinaman apiece. ‘lhe Su- 
preme Court at Washington is being asked 
to determine whether Chinamen with re- 
turn certificates can be lawfully excluded 
or not, It has been said that Buckley has 
undertaken the job of keeping Boyd out of 
the penitentiary in exchange for the latter’s 
stock of bogus certificates, Boyd's trial 
comes up regularly in the courts of San 
Francisco, and is as regularly 
If the Mexican scheme should fait Buckley.
